The legislature enacted a new law for 


disposing of dogs—repealing tbe old one.

to receive three cents for each dog owner, 
to bo paid out of the dog license fund. 
Every owner of n dog is thereupon taxed one 
dollar for each male dog and two dollars for 
each slut; such list is to be certified and 
hnnrjod to the treasurer for collecting the li- 
cense. 
The treasurer is required, at the 


time of collecting other tax, to demand said 
dog license money and receive the 
sfime. 


Persons refusing to pay must be reported to 
some justice of the peace, whose duty is to 
command all delinquents to appear forth- 
with and show cause of neglect to pay. 
Persons failing to appear must be brought 
by force, and must pav or show that they 
arc nnable to do BO. All persons able to pay 
but still refusing must be forced by levy and 
distraint of properly. The dogs ofall per- 
sons unable to pay muet be taken and killed 
by the treasurer, constable, or police of— 
ficer, for which business of killing the pub- 
lie (log executioner shall receive fifty cents 
per dog killed out of the dog license money. 
Persons losing sheep by dogs are to be re- 
munerated from the license fund. 
Officers 


neglecting to comply with this law, or refu- 
sing, shall forfeit $20.00 for every day they 
•hall so refuse. 
The law goes into effect 


immediately, and from the reading appears 
to us unavoidable in force and effect. 
Offi- 


cers are compelled to act, under penalty of 
the severest kind for neglect. 
It is n law 


which every farmer of any intelligence, res- 
pect for his business or foresight inlo his 
own and the public interest will gladly sup- 
port. 


Dogs arc the only impediments to raising 


shcop, except wolves. But for dogi every 
farm in the country would this day be worth 
ten per cent moie than it is. 
Andjust fit 


this time the farm people are turning their 
attention to sheep HS the best business that 
can be resorted to; every man at all able is 
wanting sheep—yet, tho greatest of all 
hindrances is the dogs, the worst of them 
kept by ignorant fellows whose 
highest 


pride is being the owner of poor, half-starv- 
ed, sheep-killing curs, and who would b? 
better off, and better able to feej their fam- 
ilies were the dog killer to execute the law. 
A general enforcement of this law 
will 


bring ten thousand, may be fifty thousand 
sheep into the county just so soon as it is 
nc«n that public opinion will support the 
change; and in five years hnlf ti million 
sheep will be supported in the Co., yielding 


11 wool revenue of three million pounds, 
worth a million dollars cush. 
Add to thi.s 


a nctt increase of 25 per cent in the vuluc of 
hill lands for sheep pastures, nnd conse- 
quently no much additional tax basis, with 
a corresponding profit to labor—all this in 
exchange for two or three thousand dog-i 
which people will sacrifice rather than be 
taxed for them.
